Rape has been described as a crime of passion 
committed by sexual deviants. Victims have been 
recorded as young as six months and as old as 
ninety years. Statistics show that the average con- 


victed rapist is around 23 years old with a normal 
personality. Also, 77 percent of rapes are planned 
and in 50 percent of assault cases, the victim knows 
her assailant (acquaintance ) 

Again, the protective agenceis policy is to tell 
women to be passive for fear she could lose her life 
A good suggestion for anyone getting robbed or 
muodgged maybe female sexuality can be 
categorized along with these commodities. Un- 
fortunately, unlike most precious valuble com- 
modities that people can put away in a safe deposit 
box, these valuables cannot 

The irony lies in the point that since the downfall 
of matriarchy and equal respect for the woman as a 
human being instead of property (first the father's 
then the husband's and lastly the state's proverties) 
women have failed or have forgotten how to defend 
their own bodies

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Weaker nations struggle 
for freedom and survival 


Movements and struggles in the name of freedom 
are important events in human history. Such events 
can be considered quite natural since the desire to 
live freely seems to be inherent in human nature. But 
on the other hand, there has always been a desire 
among a certain element of the human community 
to enslave fellow human beings and force them to 
serve selfish interests. Power corrupts and such cor- 
ruption has led people to disregard the importance 
of respecting human dignity and living in peace with 
one's neighbor Thus, bloody conflict and war have 
been common occurrences throughout history, 
resembling an ongoing game of chess. in this game, 
ordinary people resembie pawns whose only pur- 
pose for fighting is to protect their king or lord, while 
they may have no real quarrel with one another 
Under such circumstances, freedom and 
independence become mere ideals and those who 


Strive to attain those ideals are obliged to destroy ° 


their enemies 

Under the doctrine of imperialism, stronger 
nations began to steal the wealth of weaker ones, 
placing the weaker totally at the stronger's mercy for 
survival. In this area, U.S imperialists have done 
well. The bloody Vietnam war and a long series of 
coups in third world countries — Mossedegh in tran 
in 1953, Arbenz in Guatemala in 1954, Brazil in 1964, 
tne Dominican Republic in 1965, Indonesia in 1967, 
Cambodia in 1969 and Allende in Chile in 1974 are 
but a few exampies of jobs well done 

The U S. is not alone in its imperialistic activities 
Russia is also doing its best to oppress other third 
world and underdeveloped nations. Both of these 
superpowers are Competing for advantages around 
the world. The Middle - East has always been a 
suitable prize for the two powers because cf the oil, 
other natural resources and strategic location. Dur- 
ing the Shah's regime, iran was under the influence 
of the U.S., while the Iraqi government of Sadam 
Hossein was under Soviet control. The conflicts 
between iran and Iraq were merely the exercising of 
military power between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union, and after the two giants had reached a satis- 
factory agreement concerning their Middle - Eastern 
territories, the fighting ceased. Following the 
islamic revolution in Iran, both superpowers 
suffered. Of course, they had to act swiftly to over- 


tages in Tehran as a cover, but again the US. was 
unsuccessful. Both the U.S. and Russia have been 
forced to recognize the fact that the Iranian 
revolution is supported by the Iranian people who 
wish to keep their newiy acquired independence 
Thus, it was more convenient and effective for the 
U.S. and Russia to join and indirectly attack Iran 
through the use of a mutual puppet, the government 
of neighboring traq. Of course, official Western 
propaganda claims that the reasons Iraq and Iran 
are fighting stem from religious and ethnic 
differences and also that Iraq, whose military is sup- 
ported by the Soviets, has ambitions of becoming 
the major power of the region and has taken ad- 
vantage of the political chaos in Iran brought about 
by the revolution. This is simply not true; there is no 
argument between the people of the two countries 
lrag has no “ambitions” of its own since its 
government is under the contro! of the superpowers 
The United States and Russia are employing the 
puppet regime of traq to fight with Iran for the 
fotiowing reasons 

1. To weaken and finally destroy the Islamic 
regime 

2. To maintain American and Soviet interests in 
the region 
_ 3. To quell and suppress rebel activity inside iraq 
and keep such movements from spreading to other 
Mosiem nations 

4. To discourage revolutionary movements in 
general and show that no underdeveloped nation 
can exist independently without the influence of the 
United States or the Soviet Union 

5. And finally to establish a new puppet regime in 
iran and return the country back to its former state 
under the Snah 

The outward conflict between Iran and iraq can 
be viewed as three - sided. The conflict is actually 
between the U.S. and Soviet Russia against Iran with 
the traqis’ serving as middie - men. It is the res- 
ponsibility of ail people who believe in human rights, 
freedoms and independence not to allow 
themselves to become mere pawns in this deadly 
game of chess, and to speak out against this kind of 
politics. They shouid support the Islamic 
government of Iran in its struggle against the super- 
powers, as well as other revolutionary groups
